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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments submitted in the March 21, 2005 
response are not persuasive. The applicant submits an interpretation of the teaching contained in the Masnaghetti et al. patent (USPN 
6,066,849) in the third paragraph of page 4 of the response and states in the fourth paragraph of the remarks the purported deficiencies 
of Masnaghetti et al. Applicant argues that Masnaghetti et al. fails to teach the adjusting of landing energy to charge a sample and 
observe a sample where the secondary electron generation efficiency is closer to 1 than when being charged. Note Fig. 5 and Col. 8 Line 
47 through Col. 9 Line 6. It is apparent from the teaching of Masnaghetti et al. that the invention is directed towards a scanning electron 
microscope which accounts for accumulated charge in a specimen and adjust the landing energy and support bias potential to keep the 
secondary electron generating efficiency as close to zero such that when excess positive or negative charge is accumulated, the method 
and apparatus of Masnaghetti et al. functions to correct said excess to achieve secondary electron generation efficiencies closer to zero 
than in a charge accumulating period. Applicant's argument that Masnaghetti et al. fails to teach the idea of a stable charge condition is 
not a claimed limitation, and further is incorrect because Masnaghetti et al. does teach a device which serves to "maintain a specific non- 
zero charge level" (Col. 9 Line 1 taken from the previous citation) As such, all the elements required in the claims are anticipated by 
Masnaghetti et al. as previously pointed out. The Final Rejection is maintained.
